HEW fORK AXD THE BEA6AS BILL 


A petition in favor of the passage of 


thelteagan bill regulating interstata 
commerce by railways, is being circu- 
lated ami signed by merchants of New 
York, The petition invites the atten- 
tion of congress 'to tho feeling of dis- 
trust and alarm which prevails through 
out our country at the rapidly grow- 
ing; power Vrailroad corporations,' 
and to the fact that 'they exercise and 
abuse their power by discriminating 
unjnstly between individuals and lo* 
callties.' Admitting that the railroad 
corporations are and do what the pe- 
tition asserts, it is surprising that the 
New York merchant* never discover- 
ed the fact beto re. When the wester n 
farmers asserted the same thing a few 
years ago, their complaints were re- 
ceived In New York with derision, be- 
cause at that time New York was the 
beneficiary of the railroad discrimina- 
tions complained of. But now that the 
railroads have ceased to discriminate 
in favor of New York, and give it only 
an equal chance with Baltimore, Phil- 
adelphia and Boston, and are carrying 
flour from the west to the seaport at 
rates so low as to transfer the milling 
interest from Buffalo and Rochester to 
the west, the people of New York 
state and the merchants of New York 
City think the time has come to put 
the roads under congressional control. 
Perhaps it has; but if the merchants 
of the metropolis imagine that con- 
gress can make New York as near to 
St. Louis and Chicago as Philadelphia 
and Baltimore are, or can secure to 
the metropolis the western shipments 
which its own expensive machinery of 
transfer drives off, tliey will, in time, 
discover their mistake.—St. Louis He- 
publican.
